This report includes substance abuse and psychiatric facility utilization data for the six month period from January 2001 through June 2001.  The 
occupancy information for this report was provided by the State Health Department, pursuant to Title 63 of the Oklahoma Statutes, Sections 1-880.4 
and 1-880.7.
